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S.F Takes Another Stab at Expanding

Before the onslaught of dis- 
placement, San Francisco nearly ex- 
panded eviction protections to most 
buildings. The proposal suffered a nar- 
row defeat at the hands of then-mayor 
Gavin Newsom, but now, 10 years later, 
supervisors are considering similar legis- 
lation. 

Tenants living in homes built before 
June 13, 1979 are afforded protections 
like limited annual rent increases, 
just cause eviction protections, and 
relocation bonuses. Under legislation 
brought forward by Supervisor Matt 
Haney, those controls — minus rent 
increase limitations — would apply to 
people in newer buildings as well. 

“It’s hugely consequential for the 
35,000-plus residents who will be 
covered and don't have to live in fear 
of arbitrary eviction,” Haney tells SF 
Weekly. “These sort of protections are 
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something that, as a resident, you 
don’t know that you need until you 
do.” 

That legislation is expected to land 
before the full Board of Supervisors 
on Dec. 10 after a breezy run through 
the Rules Committee on Monday. It 
has the support of Supervisors Hillary 
Ronen, Sandra Lee Fewer, and Sha- 
mann Walton as cosponsors. 

In 2010, San Francisco supervisors 
approved similar legislation that would 
have expanded rent control to homes 
built after 1979. But supervisors were 
one vote shy of a veto-proof approval 
and Newsom, then San Francisco may- 
or, killed it. 

“Would it have prevented or slowed 
the gentrification or displacement 
we re seeing? Maybe,” says Cynthia 
Fong, an organizer with the Housing 
Rights Committee of San Francisco fo- 
cused on the Richmond District. “Now 
there is a way for renters who can 
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access a lawyer, affirmatively, to fight 
rent increases that might be above lo- 
cal or state laws.” 

Nearly a decade later as California 
governor, Newsom approved similar 
— though what some called watered 
down — statewide eviction protections 
and anti-rent gouging in the form of 
Assembly Bill 1482 authored by San 
Francisco’s Assemblymember David 
Chiu. It protects tenants who fall 
outside just cause evictions, which ac- 
counts for behavior like nonpayment, 
breaches in the lease, and criminal 
activity. 

AB 1482, however, does not account 
for buildings established after 2004 
nor cover tenants living in eligible 
buildings for less than a year. Haney’s 
proposed legislation closes those loop- 
holes in San Francisco and brings the 
changes under the jurisdiction of the 
local Rent Board, an entity many cities 
don't have. 


The proposed 2018 repeal of Costa 
Hawkins, a state law that locked San 
Francisco into that 1979 limitation, 
would have paved the way to also ex- 
pand rent control limitations but was 
crushed at the ballot box. Further, 
enforcement of these protections, 
barriers to tenant counsel, and vacancy 
control still loom large among tenant 
advocates like Fong. Several public 
commenters at Monday’s meeting 
called the legislation an overdue, com- 
mon-sense change. 

“It starts this series of events that’s 
catastrophic for some people,” said 
Jennifer Freidenbach, Coalition on 
Homelessness director, about the chal- 
lenge of recovering from an eviction. 
“We have to go upstream and take 
these measures if we want to address 
homelessness.” 

Haney noted that Newsom's change 
in attitude and AB 1482 shows the ex- 
tent of the problem and progress made 
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by tenant groups at the state level. 
Lack of opposition during the Rules 
Committee hearing and a unanimous 
vote to move to the full board also 
marked a significant shift for Ronen, 
who worked as a legislative aide to pre- 
decessor David Campos. 

“T’ve been involved in countless 
amounts of tenant legislation and it’s 
never felt this easy before,” Ronen 
said at Monday’s meeting, commend- 
ing continued work of tenant rights 
advocates. “What a difference a board 
makes, right?

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Re-Election Challenger 


Jackie Fielder 

is running for 
California State 
Senate in March.

Building on the momentum of 
recent electoral wins for progressives, 
state Sen. Scott Wiener faces a challenger 
running to his left. 

Jackie Fielder, a democratic social- 
ist activist, pulled papers on Monday 
to run against Wiener for his Califor- 
nia Senate District 11 re-election bid, 
SF Weekly has learned. Wiener, a for- 
mer supervisor, narrowly won his first 
term to represent San Francisco, Daly 
City, and Colma in 2016 after beating 
progressive board colleague Jane Kim, 
though not in the primary. 

But Fielder feels motivated by the 
November victories over incumbents 
that brings reformer Chesa Boudin 
as District Attorney and democratic 
socialist Dean Preston as District 5 
Supervisor. 

“They obviously represent a shift in 
San Francisco’s future and show that

San Francisco is ready for challenging 
the establishment and doesn’t want in- 
crementalism,” Fielder tells SF Weekly. 
“The Democratic Party loves to say that 
they care about poor people and people 
of color, and they do on the surface 
until it comes to putting money where 
their mouth is.” 

She gives Wiener credit as a smart 
policy wonk but is troubled by his, and 
much of the California Legislature’s, 
support from real estate interests. He 
authored Senate Bill 50, a controversial 
re-zoning bill that was shelved after 
uproar for its feared exacerbation of 
gentrification. In a message to sup- 
porters earlier this month, Wiener 
touted success in authoring 36 signed 
bills around LGBT rights, mass incar- 
ceration, climate change, health care, 
and mental health. 

Fielder is of Mexican and indige- 
nous descent, enrolled in the affiliated 
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Hidatsa and Two Kettle Lakota tribes. 
The 25-year-old grew up in Long Beach 
and graduated from Stanford Universi- 
ty in 2016 with both a bachelor’s and a 
master’s in public policy and sociology, 
respectively. 

Despite her degrees, lecturing at 
San Francisco State University’s Col- 
lege of Ethnic Studies, and two server 
jobs, she’s living out of her van while 
crashing with friends. 


“If you're alive right now and you 
have shelter, you have food, you have 
leisure time, that is considered a luxu- 
ry and that’s not how it’s supposed to 
be,” Fielder says. “A lot of us who are 
working full-time jobs and are feeling 
bleak about the future are onto some- 
thing, and that is a feeling to trust that 
none of this is okay.” 

Since moving to San Francisco in 
June 2018 and joining the local Dem- 





ocratic Socialists of America chapter, 
Fielder has thrown her free time into 
pursuits like defeating the 2018 police 
union-backed taser measure Proposi- 
tion H. 

Fielder has also taken a big lead- 
ership role in pushing San Francisco 
away from Wall Street and toward a 
public banking system, born out of the 
anti-Dakota Access Pipeline divest- 
ment movement. 

That’s what Fielder is running on: a 
Green New Deal for California, state- 
wide rent control, $20 minimum wage, 
single-payer healthcare, free college, 
and diverting funds for law enforce- 
ment to social services. She’s refusing 
donations from police unions, real es- 
tate developers, fossil fuel companies, 
billionaires, and PG&E. 

She’s joined on the March 3 prima- 
ry ballot by pending challengers Quen- 
tin Kopp — a former judge, supervisor, 
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and state senator — and Green Party 
candidate Barry Hermanson. Com- 
paratively, San Francisco’s Assembly- 
members David Chiu and Phil Ting are 
running unopposed. 

If she rings a bell to Rep. Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez or, locally, school board 
member Gabriela Lopez, she under- 
stands that it may be because they all 
are relative rarities when it comes to 
working-class people in power. But she 
resists a full comparison. 

“Tam definitely not the next [Oc- 
asio-Cortez], 1am me,’ Fielder says. 
Also, she likes to surf in her free time. 
“That’s a normal thing about me.”

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NUG Wellness 
in San Leandro 
Aims for 
Marijuana 
Modernism 


San Francisco's Alexander 
Design is blazing atrailasa 
modern dispensary designer. 


When you visit NUG Wellness, you 
won't be greeted by faceless concrete or 
the ominous presence of a reinforced 
metal door. Instead, upon arriving at the 
cannabis company’s new brick and mor- 
tar dispensary in San Leandro, the first 
thing one is likely to notice is the large 
exterior windows that invite visitors to 
enjoy a clear view of the reception area 
within. 

For older cannabis users, places 
like NUG Wellness feel a lifetime apart 
from the era of covert cannabis, when 
many medicinal dispensaries — legit 
or otherwise — valued discretion 
above all else. In the wake of Proposi- 
tion 64, a new species of dispensary 
has subsequently emerged: a genera- 


tion of shops devised with the benefit 
of legally hired architects and design- 
ers. A far cry from the dim lighting and 
limited offerings of past pot shops, 
this new crop of dispensaries are rede- 
fining what we’ve come to expect from 
the experience of purchasing cannabis. 

In San Francisco, the recently 
opened Well by Caliva touts itself in 
a press release as a “first-of-its-kind 
wellness experience and concept store, 
rooted in mindfulness and designed 
to be a personalized experience for 
every customer.” To that end, the store 
has been separated into two distinct 
sections — another popular trend in 
dispensary design. 

“The layout is comprised of two 
parts,” says Elizabeth Cooksey, senior 
vice president of retail at Caliva. “The 
first room is open and inviting... where 
shoppers can browse products in a 
friendly and educational environment. 
The second part of the store is a space 
reserved for our regularly scheduled 
wellness events and services.” 

No longer simply shelters to 
house and sell pot, companies in 
the Bay Area now often factor in 
space for classes, product demon- 
strations, and social events when 
designing a new retail location. 

It was definitely on the minds of 
the Wellness by NUG team when 
they included a lounge space anda 
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meeting room into their plans. 

Located at 3089 Teagarden Street in San 
Leandro, NUG’s San Leandro store is situat- 
ed in a building adjoining the headquarters 
of Davis Street Family Resource Center 
(the non-profit is an official partner for the 
dispensary, with 2 percent of proceeds from 
every sale going to the local family services 
organization). Once inside, a staff member 
checks visitors into the system, at which 
point they are invited to enter a sizeable 
showroom that's not afraid of empty space. 

Separated from the register area by an 
eye-catching wall comprised of metal and 
wooden slats, the dispensary’s main space 
plays host to six raised glass cases — each 
featuring a collection of products bound 
together by a brand or theme — anda 
smelling station where customers can sniff 
strains prior to purchase. 

Designer Dominique Alexander says 
that the San Leandro dispensary’s choice 
to forego the pomp and circumstance of 
space-hogging displays and excessive adorn- 
ments better serves the vision of NUG 
founder Dr. John Oram. 
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‘John is very much a minimalist,” says 
Alexander. “That certainly had a bit of influ- 
ence in our design in terms of appealing to 
his minimalistic taste. We really just wanted 
to highlight the product. Overdesign is 
something that we try to stay away from. 
We don't really want a lot of tricks and 
gimmicks.” 

Transparency is a major theme of NUG’s 
aesthetic, as evidenced by the exposed ceil- 
ings and open floor plan utilized at their San 
Leandro location. Currently operating under 
a soft opening with a formal launch date of 
Jan. 25, the San Leandro store is the second 
dispensary Alexander Design and NUG 
partnered on. 

In March, the two unveiled NUG's first 
brick and mortar location in Sacramento. 
Earlier this fall — six months after opening 
its doors — NUG Sacramento was voted 
“Best Place to Buy Cannabis” by Sacramento 
Magazine readers. NUG’s Sacramento and 
San Leandro stores are soon to be joined by 
a third sibling as well, as Alexander confirms 
that he and NUG are already hard at work 
on anew dispensary slated to open in Oak- 
land in early 2020. 

It’s possible the pair’s third dispensary 
together will include another call to Chris 
French Metal. 

At present, the highly-touted Oakland 
firm's architectural metal work is already 
featured at both of NUG's existing locations. 
Touches like Chris French’s metal designs, 
which divide the retail and checkout areas of 


the San Leandro dispensary, are part of the 
flourishes Alexander hopes will unify each 
NUG location. While there is also a desire to 
differentiate each store as well, he sees con- 
sistency as a key facet in making customers 
comfortable when facing something as 
potentially foreign as cannabis. 

“We aren't just designing beautiful fur- 
niture and artwork,” he says. “We're helping 
to create a core identifiable brand. We’re also 
trying to make places where we could bring 
our mothers, where we could bring anyone, 
and we try to approach that from a holistic 
standpoint.” 

Though NUG is currently Alexander 
Design's only cannabis client, the firm's 
namesake believes that the regulated weed 
industry represents an incredible new po- 
tential source of work and creativity for the 
larger creative community. 

“The cannabis industry represents a 
multitude of opportunities for a lot of art- 
ists and a lot of other creative people,’ Alex- 
ander says. “For us, it has been a really, really 
great project to energize us and challenge 
ourselves with after 15 years. You know, we 
look for those projects that are challenging, 
that are different, and this was definitely 
one of them. Each project with NUG still 
feels like a challenge but we've definitely 
settled into a sweet spot.”

Ava G from The Haight asks: 

“I heard that there were some 

new laws on sexual harassment. 
As a member of a women’s 
empowerment group I was 
wondering if you could summarize 
them so we can discuss them at our 
next monthly meeting.” 


Ava, the #MeToo movement 
started, and continues to run 
strong, in California. Over the 
next several weeks I will report on 
many of the new, progressive, laws 
extending important protections 
to California workers. As you have 
heard, the California Legislature 
and Governor Newsom have 
acted decisively in broadening 
California’s workplace protections 
in the areas of sexual harassment. 
As the owner of a law firm which 
has represented employees 

(only) in cases of harassment and 
discrimination over the last 25 
years, I can say confidently that 
these new laws provide much 
needed additional protection for 
workers in California. 


Governor Newsom signed two 
important measures into law on 
September 30, 2018. SB 1300, 
propounded by Senator Jackson 
and codified as Government Code 
Section 12923, added a host of 
new employee protections. The law, 
with certain exceptions, prohibits 
an employer from conditioning 
continued employment, or 
incentives like raises or bonuses, 
on the execution of a release of 

a claim or right under the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act 
(FEHA), a nondisparagement 
agreement (an agreement that 
prevents the employee from 
disclosing truthful facts that may 
be negative), or other document 
that denies the employee the right 
to disclose information about 
unlawful acts in the workplace, 
including, but not limited to, 
sexual harassment. The law further 
provides that any such agreement 
or document containing such a 
clause is unenforceable. In addition, 
SB 1300 extends the previous 
FEHA requirement that employers 
to protect their employees from 
sexual harassment by non- 
employees to require protection 
from all forms of harassment 

on the basis of membership in a

protected class, race, age, disability, 
sexual orientation, gender 
identification, etc. 


SB 820, propounded by Senator 
Leyva and now codified in the 
California Civil Code Section 
1001, renders unlawful any 
settlement agreement including 
a confidentiality provision that 
prevents the disclosure of factual 
information pertaining to civil 

or administrative complaints of 
sexual assault, sexual harassment, 
or workplace harassment, or 
discrimination based on sex. 

The law provides that any 

such provision in a settlement 
agreement entered into on or after 
January 1, 2019 is unenforceable. 
The law does permit a provision, 
however, that would safeguard, 
at the claimant’s request, the 
claimant’s identity and any facts 
that could lead one to discover 
the claimant’s identity (except in 
matters involving a government 
agency or public official), as well 
as a provision that prevents the 
disclosure of the amount paid to 
settle the claim, at the request of 
either party. 


On October 10 of this year, 


Governor Newsom signed into law 
AB 9, propounded by Assembly 
Member Reyes, which extends 

the time for an employee to file a 
complaint with the Department 

of Fair Employment and Housing, 
a prerequisite for the employee to 
file a lawsuit or, at the employee’s 
request, for the Department to 
conduct an investigation and 
prosecution of the claim within 
the administrative system. Until 
now, employees have been required 
to file a charge of discrimination 
or harassment (retaliation or 
other unlawful conduct) with the 
Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing within 1 year in order 
to preserve their right to sue their 
employer 

for unlawful harassment or 
discrimination. AB-9 amends 
Government Code section 19260 
to extend the time that an 
employee has to file a complaint of 
discrimination and harassment by 
2 years. Now aggrieved employees 
have up to 3 years to file a claim 
and initiate legal action. Moreover, 
certain additional extensions of 
time may be granted if the conduct 
is discovered after the expiration of 
the 3-year period or the aggrieved 
party finds out the true identity of 


the unlawful actor. 


Although these periods have been 
extended, it is always best to act 
promptly when dealing with these 
matters as documents disappear, 
memories “fade,” witnesses change 
jobs and 

frequently move making the 
accumulation of evidence more 
difficult. It is also important to 
note that AB-9 is a prospective 
law, meaning that it does not 
revive claims which have already 
expired. As always, it is advisable 
to consult an experienced sexual 
harassment attorney to ensure the 
best outcomes in prosecuting your 
claims.

A few dozen people gathered 
at an art studio on a mid-November 
night in North Beach. They were, for the 
most part, tech workers, and they were 
there to meet a union organizer. 

The event had been organized by 
Mike Monteiro, a former tech worker 
and current design guru and activist, 
and was designed to help bridge the 
gap between techies and organized 
labor. Over the course of a few hours, 
as both the tech workers and union 
representatives spoke, a common 


thread arose from the tech worker side: 


We aren't sure exactly what to do, but 
something needs to be done. 
Organized labor in the United 
States is commonly associated with 
blue collar professions — coal miners, 
carpenters, stevedores — and jobs 
essential to civic infrastructure like 
nurses, teachers, and police. Relative 
to those jobs, tech vocations like com- 
puter engineers have been around for 
the blink of an eye. A lot of the tech in- 
dustry has its beginnings in startups, 
companies made up of just a handful 
of people. Collective action and col- 
lective bargaining aren’t things most 
companies consider when the entire 
employee roster isn’t big enough to get 


a reservation at Cheesecake Factory. 
However, now that many of those com- 
panies have grown into world-chang- 
ing behemoths like Google and Face- 
book, more workers have started to 
speak out against their employers. 

Just before Thanksgiving, four 
Google workers were fired. The fired 
workers published a letter on Dec. 3 
alleging that despite Google’s claims, 
they were in fact fired as part of an 
effort on Google’s part to stop workers 
organizing, and that charges will be 
filed with the National Labor Relations 
Board. Instacart workers have periodi- 
cally rebelled over their low pay. 

In New York City, three Kickstarter

employees were fired in September. 
The workers say it’s because they were 
involved in union organizing efforts 
(the company denies this). One of 
them, Clarissa Redwine, has decided 
to fight back poetically: by launching a 
Kickstarter campaign around a pro-la- 
bor union busting pamphlet. 

“A year ago, I did not know any- 
thing about organizing or, frankly, 
much about unions,” Redwine tells SF 
Weekly. Her formative, pro-union mo- 
ment came via a Kickstarter campaign 
for a tongue-in-cheek comic book 
about punching Nazis. When right- 
wing hate website Breitbart kicked up 
a fuss, legal counsel for Kickstarter 
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said to take the campaign down. An 
employee rebellion ensued, and the 
campaign remained up. 

While the collective action from the 
staff resulted in a short-term victory, 
Redwine says the long-term results 
included a variety of reprisals from 
management, which made it clear to 
her that employees needed some kind 
of legal structure in place to protect 
them in the future. 

Redwine joined other employees a 
few months later in trying to form a 
union at Kickstarter. She and others 
thought the company would be excited 
to be one of the first tech companies to 
unionize. They were extremely wrong. 
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Redwine created 
employers. 


“The company immediately had a 
very negative reaction to organizing,’ 
she says. 

Since then Kickstarter CEO Aziz 
Hasan has even issued a memo against 
unions. 

“It shocked us, it surprised us,” Red- 
wine says. “A lot of us joined because 
we believed in Kickstarter’s mission: 
bringing art and culture into the world. 
When people join Kickstarter and be- 
lieve in the mission, you also believe 
everyone is working toward a similar 
goal of a more supportive world. We 
thought solidarity would be a given. 
[Kickstarter] is literally a platform of 
collective action.” 

After getting fired from Kickstart- 
er, Redwine started a Kickstarter 
campaign of her own, a “Solidarity 
Onboarding” kit designed to educate 
workers about modern anti-union 
talking points. While union busting 
has been around as long as unions, the 
words used to do so have changed in 
important ways. 

“The problem in tech is that the 
language is slightly different,” she 
says. It’s very much rooted in mis- 
sion-based language. The anti-union 
busting materials needed an update.” 

The campaign has far exceeded Red- 
wine’s initial goal of raising $1,000; 
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over $16,500 had been raised as of 
press time with over 400 backers. 
More importantly, workers have been 
getting in touch. 

“Quite a few people have reached 
out, either through the campaign or 
through Twitter,” Redwine says. “Some 
work at really big companies in the Bay 
Area and are very excited about this 
project.” 

Employees at companies both big 
and small have been more prone to 
organize in some form or another over 
the past year. A GitHub project has 
been tracking instances of collective 
action in tech (excluding adjacent 
industries like gaming) and has docu- 
mented 92 such instances in 2019, up 
from 37 in 2018 and 11 in 2017. 

Yonah Camacho Diamond is a dis- 
trict organizing coordinator for the 
Communications Workers of America, 
a union with over 700,000 members 
in fields like telecommunications, IT, 
and news media. He’s been involved 
with the union for over 20 years and 
says there’s definitely more organizing 
going on in the tech industry. 

“There’s more stuff happening, pe- 
riod,” he tells SF Weekly. “Depending 
on whether you're a glass half-full or a 
glass half-empty kind of person, things 
are either so bad that people are trying 
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to do something about them, or people 
are feeling hopeful about doing things. 
There’s a big rise in people’s activity 
and interest in collective action and in 
unions.” 

Redwine says when she was orga- 
nizing at Kickstarter she ran into the 
company’s union-busting argument 
that the workers were so well-cared for 
— from their relatively high salaries to 
the kombucha on tap — that they had 
no reason to organize. Camacho Dia- 
mond says that the tech workers he’s 
spoken to about organizing have been 
consistent in wanting to help everyone 
in their respective organizations. 

“One of the things that’s most ex- 
citing in tech... is that there’s a strong 
sense of solidarity with contractors, 
with temps, with admin staff,” he says. 
“There’s some acknowledgement that 
yes, they may have some privilege, but 
they want to move on. Tech workers 
get each other’s backs.” 

The potential benefits of tech work- 
ers organizing are numerous. Bringing 
pay for workers like Uber drivers and 
Instacart shoppers up to fair levels and 
salaries for women and people of color 
up to that of their male colleagues 
could be one benefit of increased work- 
er organizing. Other concerns include 
issues like workday length and ethical 
decisions made by companies. 

This is a key point brought up by 
the workers recently fired by Google. 

“Google fails to understand that

workers are the ones who built the 
company and its most successful prod- 
ucts,” the letter reads. “And that we 
can stop building them. No company 
— tech giant or otherwise — should 
be able to interfere with workers’ 
rights to organize for better working 
conditions, including ethical business 
practices.” 

Google’s firing of the four orga- 
nizers over Thanksgiving week came 
shortly after it came to light that the 
tech giant had retained the services of 
an anti-union consulting firm, as first 
reported by The New York Times. Goo- 
gle employees have, in recent memory, 
protested the company’s treatment 
of sexual harassment complaints, its 
work with China’s human-rights-op- 
tional government, and its lack of a 
climate plan. 

The four employees who authored 
the Dec. 3 letter — Laurence Berland, 
Paul Duke, Rebecca Rivers, and Sophia 
Waldman — say they will keep fight- 
ing. That spirit isn’t contained to just 
them.

Harry Potter Are All out on Stage

Sometimes it feels like the boy who 
lived — and his story — will never die. 
And it probably won't. Attempts to 
lengthen Harry Potter's longevity have 
been varied, ranging from amusement 
park reimaginations to the ever-evolv- 
ing Pottermore.com (now known as 
WizardingWorld.com). Some tries have 
been controversial: The infamously 
disturbing “trivia” tweet about the 
way wizards poop comes to mind. 
Others have been much more success- 
ful: Take Harry Potter and the Cursed 
Child for example — a six-time Tony 
Award-winning play that’s now playing 
at San Francisco's Curran Theater. 
Written by Jack Thorne, Harry 
Potter and the Cursed Child the play 
succeeds in ways that Harry Potter 
and the Cursed Child the script does 
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The Very Real Magic — and Flaws — of 


not. When Harry Potter and the Cursed 
Child's script first released as a hard- 
cover book, reception was a bit mixed. 
The two-part story (four acts, two 
intermissions, one long break) follows 
Harry’s future family and the social 
struggles his youngest son, Albus 
Severus Potter, faces at Hogwarts 
with his best friend, Scorpius Malfoy. 
It’s a time-traveling journey that ex- 
plores different alternative realities, 
which critics felt read like fanfiction. 
Not good fanfiction. Bad fanfiction. 
It’s hard not to see why. (Most egre- 
giously, Voldemort has a daughter, 

a bizarre situation that contradicts 
everything we know about the villain, 
and even feels like a character stretch 
for the mother of his child, Bellatrix 
Lestrange.) 

But, as J.K. Rowling herself said, 
the best way to experience Harry Potter 
and the Cursed Child is to see it per- 
formed. The San Francisco cast — bar- 


ring some poor British accents — are 
excellent in their roles, in particular 
Jon Steiger (Scorpius Malfoy) and 
John Skelley (Harry Potter). Steiger 
embodies all of the awkward charisma 
that makes Scorpius a beloved addition 
to the Harry Potter canon, and Skelley 
brings unfiltered rage to a well-known 
character like we've never seen it be- 
fore. 

Undoubtedly, the set and lighting 
design and special effects are also 
stars in Harry Potter. In fact, I don’t 
think you could’ve pulled off a show 
like this without the incredible efforts 
of Christine Jones (set), Neil Austin 
(lighting), and Jamie Harrison (magic 
and illusions). When you go to Harry 
Potter, you are seeing magic performed 
on stage, in real life. Fire shoots out 
of wands, dementors fly in ominous 
wisps from the ceiling and over the 
crowd, staircases move, and book- 
shelves eat people. Clever light and

shadow manipulations conceal and 
reveal to create the illusion of talking 
portraits and transfigurations. At one 
point, it looks like Scorpius and Albus 
Potter are swimming in a massive 
aquarium in the theater, a trick that 
uses light, harnesses, and a giant cur- 
tain for a visual masterpiece. It’s an 
experience that truly makes Harry Pot- 
ter’s magic feel real. In the last scene of 
the show, golden light pours through 
the ceiling of the theater, illuminating 
the stage’s wooden arches and bringing 
the play to a peaceful end. 

The set, lighting, and magic redeem 
Harry Potter from some of its lesser 
qualities (the existence of Voldemort’s 
daughter was much easier to swallow 
during its reveal, which was dramati- 
cized by off-stage projections). But no 
amount of visual design can hide the 
fact that Harry Potter and the Cursed 
Child is sexist. Harry Potter and the 
Cursed Child is a play that assumes that 
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if a woman doesn’t marry a certain 
man, she’ll become a vindictive and 
cruel person (which is what happens 
to Hermione in an alternative reality 
where she isn’t married to Ron). It 
believes that a feminist win is if Ginny 
says “Harry does most of the cooking,” 
despite not having any truly complex 
female characters who serve as more 
than comforting support systems for 
the men in their life or manipulative 
villainnesses who use their powers to 
fool the men in their life. It ignores the 
toxic masculinity of Ron’s destructive 
jealousy, which apparently, the future 
of the wizarding world depends upon. 

Harry Potter and the Cursed Child 
is also confusingly sympathetic to 
people who are effectively pure-blood 
supremacist terrorists. “Tom Riddle 
was lonely,’ Draco Malfoy says, which 
is: (1) not true, Riddle was extremely 
popular before and after he became 
the wizarding equivalent of a Nazi; and 
(2) the same justification people use 
for school shooters. Acknowledging 
that real friendships and bully-free 
communities are important fora 
healthy childhood is one thing. Using 
the absence of them as justification for 
violence is another (and an inaccurate 
portrayal of how these factors play 
into a person’s life). But Harry Potter 
and the Cursed Child is even convinced 
that if Cedric Diggory’s popularity was 
slighted, that he would go on to be- 
come a death eater. 

These inconsistencies are rather 
problematic for a show that’s meant 
for a children’s audience. Play-goers 
should take away the universal values 
of friendship, kindness, and family 
that Harry Potter very clearly espouses. 
But when it comes to the nuances of 
these themes, things get a bit murkier, 
and it doesn't feel like Harry Potter and 
the Cursed Child is equipped to sort 
through them.

Caryl Churchill specifies in her list 
of Cloud 9 characters (at Custom Made 
Theatre through Dec. 15) that adult ac- 


tors should be cast in the children’s roles. 


And, additionally, that men will play 
women and vice versa. There’s also a 
note to say that a black servant named 
Joshua will be played by a white actor (in 
this case, Alan Coyne). The interpreta- 
tion of these instructions in this produc- 
tion is, at times, obvious. By which I 
mean dubious. The director Allie Moss 
— intent on staging a revolving door of 
exits and entrances — never lets the gal- 
loping pace flag. Rather than trusting 
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the script to subtly convey the ideas, 
she’s determined to make it be known to 
the audience that we're watching a COM- 
EDY, 

The most egregious example is 
watching Alejandra Wahl and Evan 
Winet go big as the aforementioned 
children. So big that they forget that 
children have souls, however ragged 
and primitive. They’re imaginative and 
not just mad, hyper-emotional pop- 
pets. Suggesting the use of baby talk as 
a means of delivering a young person 
in a grownup’s body to the stage is an 
outside-in approach that ends badly, 
in two grating caricatures. It reads as 
the first and only take on what the 


playwright’s trying to achieve with all 
of these fungible identities. 

Fortunately, some actors find a 
balance between restraint and silli- 
ness. Mario Mazzetti, as Betty, is an 
unhappily married, Victorian-era wife 
and mother. Betty throws herself on 
the ground twice in the manner of an 
old-fashioned hysteric suffering from 
an attack of the vapours. Her moodi- 
ness is pitched to achieve melodramat- 
ic highs. Mazzetti is in drag alright, but 
pensively so. He’s doing his very best 
to bring Betty’s thoughts to life. 

Renee Rogoff, in multiple roles, 
often bares her teeth to express the 
characters’ desires. Her smiles turn

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into lewd, shameless, and shrewdly 
effective snarls. In the second act, 
when the scenario moves forward in 
time to a more contemporary setting, 
her voice keeps breaking instinctive- 
ly, carrying angry or hurt emotions. 
Which might lead you to believe that 
Cloud 9 is a melodrama rather than a 
comedy. But you have to listen closely 
and carefully to Churchill’s language. 
She employs tried and true aspects of a 
melodrama then filters them through a 
bleak comic lens. When Cloud 9 works 
best, the dry humor plays out in droll 
exchanges and understated insults. 
Sometimes this British snark makes it 
across the Atlantic. Sometimes it just 
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doesn’t land. 

Americans interpreting the text, 
and the right tone, must be challenged 
by the breakneck speed with which 
Churchill keeps switching genres. She 
sets Act I in colonial Africa, where 
Betty’s clueless British family is about 
to stare down a rebellion. The white 
people dilly-dally about on their mis- 
appropriated estates while the colo- 
nized black populace lies in wait for the 
opportunity to get rid of them. 

At first, Cloud 9 resembles a Chek- 
hovian drawing room drama but the 
playwright clears away any dreary 
signs of existential angst. The play 
is also freed from the strictures of 
plotting. One scene plays out in the 
manner of a bawdy sex romp. And 
the next one that follows is a serious 
disquisition on the pros and cons of 
promiscuity. 

Churchill dares the audience to 
keep up with her historical allusions 
without making anyone feel like a 
crowned dunce. She deftly structures 
the repressive hypocrisies of the 19th 
century against our more liberated 
present. Characters from Act I who 
can't be honest about their sexuality 
evolve and shift in Act II. Taboo sub- 
jects like pedophilia and incest are 
part of her gamesmanship too. When 
a brother and sister start to sleep with 
each other, nobody appears to object 
to or question the arrangement, in- 
cluding their mother. 

Boundaries in Cloud 9, especially 
those imposed upon us by an oppres- 
sive patriarchy, can pervert us. Chur- 
chill suggests, however, that our chaot- 
ic inner lives can never be controlled. 
They ll always find a way to run amok.

The greatest source of ilumina- 
tion at Ittoryu Gozu comes from the 
center of the restaurant, where open 
flames cook wagyu beef in the center of a 
three-sided bar counter. Otherwise, the 
interior of owner-chef Marc Zimmer- 
man’s new wagyu steakhouse is all mini- 
malism and drama and sleekness. All the 
attention is focused on the hearth, where 
a flurry of chefs prepare 10-course tast- 
ing menus for the patrons surrounding 
them. 

When stepping into Ittoryu Gozu, 
it’s clear that Zimmerman — who used 
to work for the upscale steakhouse Al- 
exander’s — wants you to concentrate 
on the heart of Gozu: the beef, which 
takes many different forms through 
the course of the tasting. If you opt for 
the $120 to $150 “Gozu experience,” 


L, 
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you re in for a 2.5-hour-long, Japanese 
kappo-style dinner, with chefs explain- 
ing each dish before they’re served 

on their impressively detailed tiny 
plates (overlapping scalloped dishes, 
silver-rimmed bowls, etc.). 

Each menu is printed with details 
of the cow you'll be eating that day (in 
my dinner’s case, a Japanese Black or 
Kuroge Washu steer from Chateau Ue- 
nae, a private farm in Hokkaido, Japan 
that “harvests roughly six animals at 
a time”), and the majority of the 10 
dishes source their flavors from the 
wagyu in one way or another. 

For a restaurant that’s all about 
beef, you'll be pleasantly surprised 
by how little beef shows up in the 
way we might know it (heavy slabs of 
meat) and how often it finds itself in 
fish, rice, or fungi in the Gozu expe- 
rience. For example, near the start of 
the menu is a small carving of lightly 
charred albacore tataki flavored with

whiskey vinegar, kale nori, and wagyu 
garum (a meat-based soy sauce) for a 
sweet, sharp, and nutty fish. 

Later, matsutake, a kind of mush- 
room that grows under trees in various 
parts of Asia, is flavored with wagyu 
smoke and a foamy conifer bearnaise. 
(A tip from our chef: Dip the accompa- 
nying milk bread into the conifer bear- 
naise. It'll be sweet pillowy, with crispy 
edges and a slightly tangy finish.) The 
penultimate dish — a rich and creamy 
koshihikari rice — is complemented 
by a salty beef dashi, which is brewed 
above the wagyu-thick smoke ina 
black-stone teapot swinging from a 
chain. 

All the while, if you choose the $85 
beverage pairing, a member of the Itto- 
ryu Gozu staff will come by with wine, 
beer, whiskey, or sake pairings, flash 
the bottle label and explain its origins 
for each part of your 10-course meal. 
One of the highlights of the beverage 
tasting menu was the Manzairaku 
Yamahai Junmai sake, brewed in the 
sea-bordering Ishikawa prefecture of 
Japan. This sake smells and tastes like 
the ocean. It’s an incredible way to — 
literally — bottle up a landscape, and 
experience it thousands of miles away. 

When you are finally served beef 
in its familiar form at Ittoryu Gozu, it 
doesn’t disappoint. The fatty center of 
two pieces of cow knuckle are pierced 
through with a stick. The snow beef 
kushiyaki come with two red and green 
spices — shichimi and sansyo — for 
extra flavor. Like the rest of the menu, 
it’s undeniable that the wagyu has 
been cared for and valued to the ex- 
treme. After all, amid all the drama of 
its interior design and the elaborately 
extensive menu, that’s at the very core 
of Ittoryu Gozu: good beef over an 
open fire.

Vallarta Has 
the Best Tacos

Where are the best tacos in 
San Francisco? Wracking my brain, I run 
the numbers in my head. Is the best taco 


found in the experience of standing out- 
side Best Buy and ordering from El 
Tonayense’s taco truck? Is it a trip to 
Gordo in the Outer Richmond for their 
tacos loaded with succulent meat, beans, 
and pico de gallo? It is the salsa? The tor- 
tilla? The al pastor? Is it the perfect com- 
bination of all three? 

I realize it isn’t found only in the 
taco, but in the taqueria, the time and 
space. It’s that first magnificent bite of 
raw onion, citrus, and smoke, height- 
ened by two gummy, grilled tortillas. 

I think of the first taqueria that I ever 
stumbled into: Taqueria Vallarta. 


Vallarta often lives in the shadows 
of more critically acclaimed Mission 
Street taquerias like La Taqueria or 
Taqueria El Farolito, but it mustn’t 
be overlooked. Taqueria Vallarta has 
a sincereness, a neighborhood vibe 
that tends to be drowned out by the 
fame of other local eateries. Vallarta’s 
muraled walls are covered in paintings 
of Mayan lore, Mexican landscapes, 
Santana, and the 49ers. Instead of 
walking toward the line to order from 
the counter, my attention is abducted 
by the taco stand parked in the corner 
of the dining room.

Behind an oily, slanted glass panel, 
is a piping hot flat plancha with a large, 
circular sheet of metal containing dif- 
ferent selections of meat, all divided 
into triangular piles. The self-serve 
salsa bar resting on the taco bar’s ledge 
offers pans of chopped onion, cilantro, 
lime wedges, radish slices, pico de 
gallo, and about four different kinds of 
salsa. Hanging on the wall behind the 
permanent taco cart is a sign with the 
most glorious assortment of meats. 
Very little goes to waste in old taque- 
rias like this place.

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pollo asado, and crispy carnitas are 
elicacies less seen these days. Cuts 
of cabeza (beef head), pancita (lamb 
stomach), and buche (pig neck) are 
perfect choices for those who love that 
flavorful, gelatinous texture. Their 
fattiness oozes and cuts through the 
crunchy pungent garnishes, enhancing 
all the different mouth feels. Other 
cuts like lengua (beef tongue) and trip- 
ita (beef tripe) are crispy, tender bites 
with a distinct spinginess. While these 
cuts may be unfamiliar to some, the 
tacos are just downright delicious. 
Taquerias like Vallarta are what 
keep the Mission special in the city’s 
inevitable evolutionary shifts. These 
restaurants and the tacos they serve 
have been a part of San Francisco for 
a long time, way before it was too ex- 
pensive to pay rent and the city’s best 
tacos were determined by clicks and 
visits. Forging on into the void that is 
the unknown future of San Francisco 
restaurants, Vallarta holds its ground. 
It’s the best taco in San Francisco.

Vagabon

It’s a dilemma that plagues every 
young artist who unexpectedly finds 
fame. 

You pour a lifetime worth of angst, 
emotion, and turmoil into your debut 
album, not for the purpose of financial 
success or fame, but as a cathartic, nec- 
essary outlet to document your per- 
sonal story. If someone listens to your 
work, it’s a blessing, not a baseline. 

But what if people do listen to your 
debut album? And what if the critical 
response to the record is full of plau- 
dits — what can you possibly do for 
your sophomore effort to match that 
acclaim? 

For Laetitia Tamko, the 25-year-old 
rock musician who performs as Vaga- 
bon, that unnerving scenario required 
a challenging and deeply introspective 
look into her art. The result has been a 
bold creative pivot that has cemented 
her status as one of the genre’s most 
fearless and innovative members. 

“It was daunting to consider my 
next move, but also exciting — I think 
those two things existed in the same 
space, says Tamko, who will open 
for Angel Olsen at the Fox Theater on 
Saturday. “I wanted to be a better pro- 
ducer, a better songwriter and a better 
singer, and in order to be all of those 
things, I couldn’t do what was safe and 
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what I already knew how to do. There 
may have been this expectation that 
the first record was written in cement, 
and I had to follow that template, but 
I didn’t want to make the same album 
twice. I thought that would be boring.” 

Infinite Worlds, the debut album 
from Vagabon, was all raw, frayed emo- 
tion, with Tamko plaintively detailing 
the dissolution of a relationship, often 
accompanied by just a single guitar in 
a true embodiment of bedroom indie 
rock. The album’s ghostly, haunting 
austerity resonated with many listen- 
ers and critics heaped praise on the 
effort. 

Tamko’s follow-up, self-titled effort 
is a study in contrast. The songs are 
warm, atmospheric, and woozy, with 
the guitars being swapped for synthe- 
sizers, keyboards, and drum machines. 
Whereas the tracks of Infinite Worlds 
were forceful, direct, and brusque, the 
songs on the second album are form- 
less and airy, lacking the traditional 
song structures that defined her debut. 

For Infinite Worlds, Tamko said she 
wrote most of her songs by sitting 
down with a guitar and sketching 
out a verse-chorus-verse format. For 
the new record, she said most of the 
tracks were written in a loop, where 
she would take a section of the song 
and play it on repeat, building out the 
elements from a particularly striking 
snapshot in her brain. 

The songs are drenched in mood, 
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with tracks like “Flood” and “Water Me 
Down” slinking aqueously underneath 
a ceiling of undulating synths and 
rhythmic, incessant drum machines. 
There is a remarkable self-assurance 
with the new material. If Infinite 
Worlds was about punching up — 
bravely tackling the people holding 
Tamko down — the self-titled album is 
about learning to live with oneself. 

That is most evident in the promi- 
nence of Tamko’s voice, a fearsome and 
versatile instrument that artfully con- 
veys a range of emotions. On “Home 
Soon,’ a shimmering, amorphous art 
pop number that feels like Kate Bush 
crossed with Talk Talk, Tamko coos 
peacefully throughout the four-minute 
track, but on “Please Don’t Leave the 
Table,” she finds all the high notes, 
spritely singing amidst a backdrop of 
insouciant jazz sounds. “In a Bind” 
finds her on the opposite end of the 
spectrum, dropping her register to 
evince the depth of the gentle fin- 
ger-picked ballad. 

“This album was all about finding 
confidence in my voice,’ says Tamko, 
who was born in Cameroon and emi- 
grated to the United States when she 
was a teenager. “I had this previous 
fear about how weird my voice was and 
I really became more assured of myself 
by touring and practicing so much. For 
this album, it was really important for 
me to use my voice as an instrument.” 

In the process of transforming her 





style so dramatically, Tamko created 
an album perfectly representative of 
today’s music landscape, where genres 
bleed into one another and taboos are 
broken with ease. Growing up in the 
lo-fi, Bandcamp-inspired world of the 
internet, Tamko’s first album naturally 
fit the DIY nature of her environment 
— emotionally honest, abrasive indie 
rock. But on this album, elements 

of hip-hop, soul, R&B, jazz, and pop 
effortlessly bleed into the material, 
sanding down the rough edges of her 
earlier work. 

“There is more space than ever for 
me to fit all these different things un- 
der my belt,” says Tamko. “If there is 
crowd surfing and moshing at the Lil 
Uzi Vert concert and his favorite band 
is My Chemical Romance, there can be 
room for me to move away from indie 
rock. I think it shows that black kids 
contain multitudes and we no longer 
feel the need to stay in one box.” 

That buoyant spirit has helped carry 
Tamko beyond the uncertainty that 
followed the breakout success of her 
debut album. Despite being a working 
musician for just five years (she was a 
scientist in her past life), she has be- 
come an undeniable star on the indie 
circuit, garnering glowing reviews in 
the pages of The New Yorker and The 
New York Times, helping to skew the 
image of what an independent rock 
musician should look and sound like. 
The meteoric rise has taken Tamko by 
surprise, but not to the point where 
she feels compelled to shrink back 
from the spotlight. 

“T always knew what I wanted to do, 
but I didn’t know I was going to reach 
this point, or come anywhere close, 
really,” says Tamko. “I think there are 
a lot of other artists who are hindered 
by their fear of not being perfect, but 
I’m really not concerned with that, and 
I think that helps me grow as a mu- 
sician. This is all about archiving this 
timeline of me turning into the best 
artist I can be.” 

And that is why the journey con- 
tinues for Tamko. She understands 
that when the world stops to listen, 
you cannot waste your opportunity to 
speak.

Constantly expanding their sound without abandoning their 
psych-rock foundation, Black Mountain founder and frontman 
Stephen McBean looked back to his adolescent musical 
inspirations, like Judas Priest and pre-Black Album Metallica, for 
the group’s heavy and fuzzed-out fifth album, Destroyer. Formed 
from the ashes of McBean’s previous folk-punk band Jerk With 

a Bomb, Black Mountain released their 2005 self-titled debut to 
ecstatic praise, showcasing the band’s talent to translate ’70s rock 
textures into a fresh and modern sound. The band’s next album, 
2008's In the Future, hears the group dive into complex prog-rock 
suites tinged with stoner metal riffs that could satisfy rock’s 
most stubborn curmudgeons. The group’s relatively streamlined 
yet heavy 2010 follow-up Wilderness Heart would earn the group 
the Polaris Prize, the most prestigious Canadian music award. 
Fully committing to the synth-heavy prog-rock explored in 
previous albums, Black Mountain’s ambitious 2016 album IV 
hears the group balance spacey, Floyd-like extended jams like 
“Defector” with crunchy headbangers like “Constellations.” After 
the departure of several band members, McBean looked back to 
his core musical inspirations for Black Mountain’s newest album, 
Destroyer, resulting in the group’s tightest-sounding record to 
date. While Destroyer does not seek to reinvent the tried-and-true 
elements of rock, McBean still makes listeners feel excited about 
the unexplored roads to be travelled within it.

MADAME GANDHI

A forward-thinking mind who explores the connection between 
music and social activism, Madame Gandhi's kinetic and 
multifaceted take on beat-focused electronica has a potent message 
regarding the future of feminism and destroying retrogressive 
hierarchies. Born Kiran Gandhi in Manhattan, Gandhi frequently 
traveled back and forth between New York and Bombay, initially 
becoming interested in music at 12 when she first played a drum 
set. A triple-major while at Georgetown University, Gandhi's 
interest in the relationship between music and activism developed, 
which led to her being hired as Interscope Record’s first digital 
analyst. At the same time M.I.A. asked Gandhi to join her on tour 
as her drummer, Gandhi was also accepted into Harvard’s MBA 
program, but balanced academics and music in the following years, 
graduating in 2015. Gandhi's solo debut EP Voices introduces 
listeners to the artist's hip-hop-tinged sound that seamlessly 
incorporates Afrobeat rhythms and Indian music influences, with 
signature track “The Future Is Female” boldly addressing a future 
with full gender equality and equity.

Just Get The 
Damn Vaccine 


With so much exposure to HPV, amd a 
ready fix, it just makes sense.

My ex-girlfriend, who I dated for nine months, 
called me two months after we broke up and accused 
me of giving her HPV. She was going on, telling me how 
I needed to tell any future person I had sex with that I 
have HPV. I'm a 38-year-old man, and I’ve never had 
any signs or symptoms of any sexually transmitted 
infections. I know HPV is very common, often clears up 
on its own, and cannot be tested for in men. What are 
your thoughts? Do I need to tell sexual partners that I 
have HPV? 

Help Person Vacillating 


Most people are infected with HPV—the human 
papillomavirus—at some point in their lifetime, 
most never develop symptoms, and in most cases 
the infection goes away on its own.

If you're already seeing someone about 
your depression and anxiety, please bring these 
attacks up with your provider. If you aren't seeing 
someone, please start seeing someone. As for your 
partner’s hesitation to have intercourse, well, that’s 
understandable. But there’s an easy enough work- 
around: If an intense orgasm followed by go-to- 
town-style penetration triggers your panic attacks, 
then either don’t do penetrative sex after you've had 
an intense orgasm or wait until after your partner 
goes to town to have your orgasm.
